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ANNOTATION 


This article discusses the analysis of folk expressions related to water in the work of modern poets. 
Uzbek poetry is rich in wonderful symbols and similes. Especially, the image of water created a 
unique imagery in our poetry. 
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INTRODUCTION 


There are many folk expressions related to water in the works of modern Uzbek poets. One of them 
is the expression "to pour water under it", which is also used in a figurative sense. The proof of this is 
shown in the following verses::

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MAIN PART 


In the poem, it is clearly expressed that water is a necessary need for the life of not only people, but 
also the entire existence: the world of plants and animals, for their living and survival. Here, the 
concept of "water" is interpreted in a positive sense. However, in the following lines, a negative 
meaning is given to it and a negative meaning is expressed through it. In the previous stanzas, the 
poet used the conjunction of the words "to pour water under" as a controlling word combination, and 
in the following stanzas, he used it as a homonymic phrase. In the people, the phrase "to pour water

under" means "to destroy", "to inflict moral damage with cruelty". 


Due to the view of water as a means of transport to the next world, the method of killing a person 
through water was also discovered. For example, drowning a guilty person in water or using "qinaba" 
or throwing him into boiling water is one of these. For example, such sentences can be found in 
Sotim Avaz's poem "Kinoba".: 


Kuitno0a — jlakamya coulraH OFH3ra 
Kyiiusran KHiHOK CyB — o2Hi HamakoO! 


Keinoba or nickname is a board tied at two ends, through which salty water was poured into the 
mouths of prisoners who were considered guilty and sentenced to severe punishment or death. Due to 
the invasion of Genghis, this type of punishment brought to Kokhna Urganch caused people great 
fear due to the fact that it ended with death. 


Commenting on this, Sotim Avaz regretfully sings that the inhabitants of the region are "holding 
their lips to the salt water" due to the fact that Arol is being dried up in strips. He feels the disastrous 
consequences of this from his heart and tries to solve it:

"Do you have a nickname in your mouth?" or "do you have a lot of saliva in your mouth?" such 
expressions are used. Therefore, by using the image of a nickname, the poet tries to reveal the mental 
state of the people who could not express their pain in the times when the oppression of the Soviets 
increased. 


The bathroom was in the arch. Poet Zulfia writes about him like this:

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MATERIALS AND METHODS 


One of the common expressions related to water among the people is the stable association "drink 
with water". It is often used for people who have mastered the concepts of a subject or field. The 
important aspect is that poets also use such expressions in their poems: 


Ha6oupacu Onsan Oup uaa TyFuraH, 
KonyHapHu cys kaOu nuraH 
Our OWIMMJOH CaHasiraH XakaM. 


In our people, seeing water in a dream is interpreted as light. The phrase "Telling a dream to water" 
was influenced by people's beliefs about dreams..

Only bad things are said about water. Good things have not been said. Below is a reference to this 
old custom:

Among the people, expressions such as "water does not rise to his ankles", "water does not pour into 
his legs" are usually used for careless and old-fashioned people. For example

The phrase "watering" is used for people who save people, and those who relieve people who are 
suffering or in pain.

When measuring the result and effectiveness of the work, the expression "to raise the stake out of the 
water" is used:

The expression "muddy from the head" is used against the criminals of the ruling class:

Aci Hurutsapra Ka3nsiapyqu ryp. 
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In these verses, which are taken as an example from Zulfia's story "Fragments of Memory", the 
injustices of the system that implements the policy of repression are exposed through the expression 
"muddy from the beginning of the water".

In this poetic verse, a crowd of troubled people is likened to "ants, thirsty for life, fleeing in different 
directions to save their lives, disturbed by water.".

The expression "The water flowing in front has no value" is usually said to ungrateful, inconsiderate 
people. 


People have a religious belief that "even a snake will not bite a person when he drinks water." And 
among the people, there is a widespread saying, "Let him save himself from fire, water, untimely 
death, and slander." 


"Be abundantly rich" means the intention of having many children and a prosperous life. 


There are many sayings that use the image of water and fire. One of such sayings, "Look to the rich, 
water to the stream" is quoted in G. Askarova's poem "Grandfather's Debt" as follows, and the 
proverbial art is created: 


Cysuiap keymM0-keH0 sHa colra OKI, 
3amMonsapu OopuO-OopHo Ooiira OoKAH. 


In the poem "Who are you waiting for", Zulfia addressed the deer with sparkling eyes and said, 
"Who is the breadwinner who is waiting for you in the beautiful fire?" he asks. In M. Yusuf's poem 
"Localism", he wrote, "Tashni water gnaws away the people and their interests, just as rats gnaw the 
earth and a lion destroys camels in the steppe." He used the folk saying "water is black earth" as a 
metaphorical art. 


CONCLUSION 


In short, the unique expression of ancient concepts, poems and phrases related to water in modern 
poetry deserves special attention. There are poems in our modern poetry in which the image of water 
is the main object of interpretation. For example, E. Vahidov's "Syr Darya Ulani", A. Oripov's 
"Dengizga", "Bulok", Muhammad Ali's "Irmak", "Obihayot" and many other poems are among them. 
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
